PORT COLBORNE — The 
city’s east side is a jewel that 
has been ignored for years, 
Mayor Vance Badawey told a 
group of 25 Port Colbome resi¬ 
dents last week. 

Badawey and Dan Aquilina, 
the city’s director of planning 
and development, were at Port 
Cares Reach Out Centre to talk 
with residents about the water¬ 
front community improve¬ 
ment plan, which will have an 
impact on the east side. 

Residents who attended 
the meeting were part of a 
group — called Moving Our 
Neighbourhood Into Action 
— formed after a community 
forum in late October run by 
Niagara Prosperity Initiative. 

The group, which has 
formed five sub-groups, has 
met once already to talk about 
Issues affecting the city’s east 
side. 

The last meeting saw a 
Niagara Regional Police offi¬ 
cer come in to talk about drug

dealers on the city’s east side. 

The recent meeting saw

tax increment financing — 
that can be used by property 
owners and private industry to 
improve an area. 

“The area is in need of revi¬ 
talization and redevelopment 
The community needs to tell 
me how they feel things should 
be achieved,” he said. 

Ward 2 Coun. Yvon Doucet 
said it’s very critical residents 
tell Aquilina and city council 
what they want to see done. 

Aquilina told people in 
attendance to get their ideas 
on what they’d like to see on 
the east side to him as soon as 
they could so the city can get 
the community improvement 
plan process underway early 
in the new year. 

Ward. 2 Coun. Angie 
Desmarais said parts of the 
community improvement plan 
may fit into the various sub¬ 
groups formed.

Niagara firefighters help 
fund burn camp needs

PORT COLBORNE — 
Members of Niagara’s various 
fire services and associations 
this week had a look at what 
their funding to the Fire Service 
Society went toward. 

Society chair Bruce Little 
brought a trailer, with a golf cart 
and scooter on board, to Port 
Colbome Fire and Emergency 
Services’ fire hall Tuesday. He 
said Niagara funding helped 
buy the trailer, which allows 
the golf cart — painted fire 
engine red — and scooter to be 
safely stored and secured. The 
golf cart and scooter are used 
at Camp Bucko, in Minden, 
Ont., for children suffering 
bums from fires and the golf 

shuttle those injured children. 
Little said it costs $1,100 per 
child to attend the camp. The 
Fire Service Society does what 
it can to provide funding to the 
camp to cut those costs. 

The society was founded 
in 1994 as a charitable not- 


for-profit corporation and 
its goal is to develop sources 
of funding for fire safety and 
bum-related programs in the 
province. Founding members 
include representatives from 
Ontario Association of Fire 
Chiefs, Ontario Municipal 
Fire Prevention Officers 
Association, Ontario Municipal 
Fire Department Instructors 
Association, Firefighters 
Association of Ontario and 
the Ontario Retired Fire Chiefs 
Association. 

It is also dedicated to rais¬ 
ing funds to assist in the 
advancement of research and 
the development of improved 
methods of burn treatment, 
the administration of fire safety 
programs, fire and bum related
